From Local Plants 


Lott Farms and Borchardt Ship 
Cargoes of Meal to Jackson- 
ville and Tampa Firms 
The raising of field corn on a 
commercial basis in the’ Glades 
received its initial trial this 
spring and so far it has proven 
a satisfactory deal fo all con- 
cerned and promises still great- 
er development in the future. 
Harvest of the crop has pro- * 
gressed a bit slower than had 
been anticipated, owing to. the 
lack of harvesting machinery 
and field labor, and. there is 
some indication that a part of 
the crop might not get garnered. 
for these reasons, i 
Labor here is scarce and with 
the corn deal coming into the 
industrial picture it means that 
there will be a big demand and 
need for more year round lab- 
orers. 
On Tuesday of this week, his- 
tory was made for the Glades 
when two car loads of corn pro- 
ducts were shipped out of Belle 
ilade over the FEC, one ticket- 
ed for Jacksonville and one to 
the Jackson Grain Co., of Tam- 
pa, one being forwarded by the 
Lott Farms and the other from 
the Borchardt plant. 
Each car consisted of 600 bags 
vf ground meal of 100 pounds 
esch, packed in trade grain feed. 
sacks and went to feed mixing 


and grain, having been milled 
to special screen and dryness. 

With harvest as high as 85 
bushels an acre coming into the 
feed mills, farmers are being 
paid at the rate of around $27 
a ton, the corn having an'aver- 
age moisture of 28 per cent. 


cess this moisture is reduced to 
2 per cent as specified by one 
mixing firm. When the corn is 
processed the product is known 
in the trade as corn meal, but 
not of the type that is used on 
tables for edible purposes. The 
mixers take this meal and use 
it in the compounding of the 
grade of feed marketed for cat- 
tle, poultry and other animal 
use.
